Par. 14. N regard to Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, to whoſe conduct we have no other objec= 


1 tion, than his refuſing to ſubmit his correſpondence to the peruſal of the Governor 
General and Council, we feel a concern in being obliged again to expreſs our diſapprobation of 
ſuch refuſal ;* and are particularly ſorry, that the tenderneſs with which we treated the ſubject 
in our letter of the 15th December 1775, ſhould have induced the Governor General to draw 


concluſions manifeſtly contrary to our intentions, and to the ſentiments expreſſed in that 


letter. 1 


15. In order to obviate every doubt on this head, we hereby order and direct, that our Go- 
vernor General do forthwith deliver in to your Board, all ſuch parts of his correſpondence with 
Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, from the day of his departure from Fort William, to his return to 


that ſettlement, as have hitherto been withheld from your peruſal, or withdrawn from the ſaid cor- 


reſpondence. 


16. It is alſo our expreſs direction, That Mr. Middleton deliver to you, without delay, the 
whole of his original correſpondence with the Governor General, with Sujah ul Dowlah, and with 
all and every other perſon on public buſineſs, from the time of his departure from Fort William, 
an January 1774, to his return thither in January 1775, together with his Diary, and all minutes 
made by him in ſuch diary; and that an authenticat copy of the whole be tranſmitted to us by the

Received your faygur of the 8th inſtant op the 27th, as I was on the point of diſpatching let- 
ters, which 1 had already written and oloſed, to the Vizier, the Reſident, and yourſelf, on the ſubject 
of the Vizier's intentions, communicated to me by Mr. Nath, Middleton, to reward the ſervices 
of the Brigade in the manner in which your letter informs me he has ſince carried into exe- 
cution. Your letter, placing the ſubje& in a new point of view, determined me to ſuſpend my 
diſpatches, until I had taken the ſenſe of the members of the committee upon their contents. By 
their advice I now forward to you the letter which I had before prepared; and am authoriſed by 
Meſſrs. Alderſey and Dacres Ma declare, that they concur with me in the ſentiments therein 
exprefied. Yaur letter I have laid before them in ſelect committee, and it was agreed to refer 
it to the council at large, as we did not think ourſelves, as a committee, authoriſed to give 
our aſſent to the donation. The mode of it not being ſtrictly conformable to the paſt reſolutions 
of the Board, nor (conſidered in reſpect to the time) to the order of, the Court of Pireftors, 
it was accordingly referred, and the Board xeadily conſented to give their ſanction to the 
Vizier's donation, and to empower the troops to receive it. But they could not help diſapproyv- 
ing of the manner in which this tranſaction hae been conducted, for the following reaſogs ;—-

Upon a reference, however, to it, I was 
much diſappointed, and. forry to find that gur intentions were intireſy defeated, by 2 elauſe in 
the act, to be in force after the It of Auguſt, x 16. ch deprives ug of the power to grant, and 
exprels]y prohibits the army to receive, the Nabob's intended dopation ; I incloſs a copy of this 
clauſe, although T make no doubt of your having received the a& from your correſpondents. 
Agreeable to the poſitive ſenſe of this clauſe, notwithſtanding it is expreſſed ar there 
is not à doubt but the army is included, YR 80 other perſons, in the prohibition far recejying 
preſents or donations ; a confirmation of which is, that jn the clauſe of exceptions, wherein 
© Counſellors at Law, Phyſicians, Surgeons, and Chaplains, are permitted tg receive the fees an- 
« nexed to their profeſſion,” no mention whatever is mage of any latitude given ta the army, or 
any circumſtance wherein it would be allowable for them to receive preſents. This paint it ſeems 
was particularly debated in the Houſe: Lord Clive ſtated the caſes wherein he thought it would be 
proper and neceſlary to allow the army to receive gratuities or preſents ; but his reafoning

was over-ruled, and no exception admitted in favour of the army. This unlucky diſcovery of an 


excluſion by act of Parliament, which admits of no abatement or evaſion wherever its authority 
extends, renders a reviſal of our proceedings neceſſary, and leaves no option to our deciſion, 
It is not like the ordinances of the Court of Directors, where a favourable conſtruction may be put, 
and ſome room is left for the interpoſition of the authority veſted. in ourſelves, but poſitive and 
deciſive, admitting neither of refinement nor miſconſtruction: I ſhould be happy if in this in- 
ſtance a method could be deviſed of ſetting the act aſide, which I ſhould moſt willingly embrace; 
but, in my opinion, an oppoſition, would be to incur the penalty. The moſt eligible plan 
that I can think of in the preſent circumſtances, is, for the adminiſtration to receive the ſum 
intended by the Vizier as a donation to the Brigade, and depoſit it in the Company's caſh ; 
to proceed to the calculation of the proportion due to each individual of the army; to make a public 
record of the name of every perſon entitled to a ſhare, with the exact ſum ſpecified which is due to 

im, by which means, if the, donation ſhould be admitted, the right and property of every indivi- 
dual will be exactly aſcertaingd and fixed, beyond the poſſcbility af any future event to. alter 
equally recoverable, whether he may be in the ſeryice, or zemeved from it, and in eaſe of death, 
attainable to the heirs or executors of the deceaſed, This appears to me the beſt expedient for —

intereſt of the army; but as I do not know your ſentiments upon it, nor the general ſenſe of 
the army, I have not offered it to the public conſideration of the Board-—the propoſal, if ap- 
proved, will come with the greateſt propnety from you; and TI ean venture to aſſure you, 
that the members of adminiſtration will readily adopt it, and that they will ſtrongly recommend 
the Vizier's donation to the . N of the Court of Directors; or if the power of grantin 
acceptance ſhould not be veſted in them, that the Parliament may be petitioned in favour of their 
army. As I confidently hope that the iſſue of fuch an application would be favourable, the only in- 
convenience to the army will be the delay in the payment of their ſhares, which I ſhall 'endea-. 
your to prevent from becoming a lofs to them, by propoſing the payment of intereſt for the loan of 
their money to the Company. — Since writing the firſt part of this letter, the Board have re-con- 
ſidered the ſubject of the donation ; and as it appears to them that their former reſolution, with their 
remarks upon the mode of accepting the donation, might ſuggeſt arguments to invalidate the claim 
of the army, which now muſt reſt upon a reference home, they. agreed to give up every conſi- 
deration reſpecting the tranſaction of this buſineſs to the intereſt of the army, and to ſuppreſs every 
circumſtance that might affect their plea with the Court of Directors; reſting the matter ſolely upon 
the act of Parliament, and entirely obliterating their former proceedings. You will with this receive 
a letter from the Board, and with it a copy of the clauſe of the act of Parliament, which prevents 
me from ſending it, as I have mentioned above. VVV

We approve the conduct which you obſerved on occaſion of the diſturbances cauſed by the vio- 
lence of Durbeetzy Sing's people, by parading the troops, and offering their aid to the ſupport 
of the Chief Magiſtrate in 1 the peace of the town; but we are pleaſed to find that the tu- 
mult was quelled without their aſſiſtance. We think that Durbeetzy Sing, was very reprehenſible, 
in attempting to introduce a military force into the city of Benares ; we direct that you ſignify our 


_ diſpleaſure to him, and acquaint him, that if any perſon. in Eenares is indebted on account of the 


revenue, he may ſummon him by his own warrant, but muſt apply to the Chief Magiſtrate for his 
authority to apprehend him, in caſe of diſobedience, and not aſſume that power in his own perſon. 
We ſhall give orders to the Chief Magiſtrate to grant him eve | aſſiſtance in caſes of 
this kind, but not to ſuffer the peace of the city to be diſturbed by the lawleſs acts of his de- 
pendants ; at the fame time it will be neceſſary to publifh'that all perſons, who endeavour to ſhelter 
themſelves in the town, in order to avoid payment of their rents, ſhall be liable to ſevere puniſhment. .

Governor General, 


Having had an opportunity of viewing the fort of Bay Gur, I am 120 opinion, bath from the 


importance of its ſituation, on the extreme frontier of our provinces, and from its great elevation, 
which renders it impregnable, if prope ve defended, againſt any number of affailants, that it ought to 
be maintained, and a ſmall garriſon would be falticient for that purpoſe ; but if neglected by us, ſuch 
. poſt, in the poſſefion of a foreign or hoſtile power, might prove of infinite gdanger to our intereſts in 
that quarter: 1 therefore recommend, as the firſt point of conſideration, that it be kept and garri-

Para, 4-Y OUR proceedings reſpecting Mr. Francis Fowke are really ſurpriſing to us. Mr. 
1 Fowke's firſt appointment to be Reſident at Benares was in Auguſt 1775. He was re- 
called from thence in December 1776, and Mr. Graham appointed to ſucceed him. Our orders, 
however, of the 3oth January 1778, were poſitive for his reſtoration: but they were rendered inef 
fectual by your reſolution, in July 1778, to ſuſpend the execution of them. In May 1779 we re- 

peated the orders reſpecting Mr. Fowke, and in conſequence thereof Mr. Fowke was again ap- 
pointed to proceed to Benares. But judge of our aſtoniſhment to find that, in January 1781, in 
contempt of our authority, Mr. Fowke was once more removed from his ſtation at Benares.

1777, we ſignified our di ſapprobation of the proceedings againſt Mr. Briſtow, and directed that he 
ſhould be reſtored to his ſtation, which direction we confirmed by our ſubſequent letter of the 23d 
December 1778. Mr. Briſtow arrived in India in February 1780, and in October of the ſame year 
it was reſolved by your Board that Mr. Briſtow ſhould return to Oude, but that his appointment 
ſhould be limited ſolely to the conduct of political negotiations, Mr. Middleton being at the ſame 
time nominated to ſettle pecuniary matters with the Vizier. On the 21ſt of May 1781, upon 
receiving a letter from the Vizier, expreſſing his deſire that Mr. Briſtow ſhould be removed from his 
Court, he was again recalled. But without entering into the conſideration of this matter, and in 
order to vindicate and uphold our own authority, we do hereby poſitively direct, that Mr. Briſtow 
do forthwith proceed to Oude in the ſtation of our reſident there. We do not mean in the leaſt to 
reflect on the character and ability of Mr. Middleton, who muſt be immediately recalled from

thence; but it is a * incumbent upon us thus to maintain the reſpect due to the orders of the 


Court of Directors. You are likewiſe to obſerve, that we ſhall not ſuffer any other perſon to proceed

On my arrival at this place I found the fort lumbered up in ſuch a manner, by the mixture of 
various ſtores, that it was. impoſſible to lodge one third of my people, ſo as that they would be 
ſheltered from the inclemency of the weather during the approaching rains, nor did I think it ſafe 
to have ſo many people within the fort in the ſituation in which I found 'it.-Vaſt quantities of 
rotten grain, mixed with looſe gunpowder, heaped up in filed houſes, which, after a little rain, ſent 
forth a ſmoke as if it were actually burning; this I thought proceeded from the heat of the ſun acting 
upon the damp grain, which, when dried to a certain degree, I feared might communicate de- 
ſtruction to the whole garriſon. The officer whom I relieved, not having received any regular ac- 
count of what. the fort contained, could not give me any particular one, or an exact return, but 
mentioned that the granaries were locked up, and under charge of the Reſident of Benares, with whom 
I find the keys are all lodged, which adds to the inconvenience and danger of keeping many people 
in the fort, as the doors cannot be occaſtonally opened, which would prevent the accumulation of

As I am already apprized on the ſentiments and intentions of the Members of che Board, what I

Some weeks before my departure from Iucknow, I ifſued orders to Mr. Fowke, Ally. Abrahim 


_ and Rajah Myipnarain, and Baboo Agaib Sing, to carry into execution the plan which I had 


YTmed with your approbation for the adminiſtration: of the Government and revenues of this pro- 
vince; on my arrival therefore at this place, on the 12th September, I found that the new arrange- 
ments had already taken effect; that a conſiderable progreſs had been made in forming the Mo- 
fuffl ſettlement, and conſequently that there remained little for me to do, except to receive the Ra- 
Jab's kiſtbundee, to confirm, by the ſanction of my authority, the meaſures already adopted, and to 
give ſolidity to the ſyſtem of adminiſtration newly eſtabliſhed, by habituating the members of it under 
my own inſpection, to the exerciſe of the duties of their reſpecłive ſtations. But as political negoti - 
ations impending at Agrah, and the recent arrangements in the province of Oude, ſeemed to re- 
qure my preſence in this part of the country for ſome time longer, I was deſirous of employing the 
intermediate period in examining more minutely the eſtate of this province, and enquiring into the 
causes which, independent of the oppreſſion of its late ruler, had tended to promote either its pro- 
ſperity or declenſion ; and in proportion as I ſhould diſcern circumſtances having one or other of theſe 
tendencies, it was. my intention to have taken meaſures for improving or obviating them.

credit and authority of the new government were ſtil] imperfectly eſtabliſhed, although the ſeaſon 
for collecting the revenue was far advanced; but it was not underſtood, either by the Rajah or 


myſelf, that it ſhould be extended, as it has been, to ſubſequent years. Every one converſant in the 


collection of the revenues knows, that the monthly kiſts of the reiats or cultivations muſt bz re. 
gulated by the reſources of the produce of the harveſts, and the aggregate of their kiſts muſt be 
the rule for proportionating the demand in the different ſtages of collection, from the reiats up to 
the Government. If the demand anticipates in _ great degree the reſources, the renter muſt 
either fail in his payments, or have recourſe to. methods of raiſing money that will terminate in the 
ruin of himſelf and the country. In the ſame manner, if the demand follows at too great a diſtance, 
the reſources will probably be diſſipated, or the pag of collecting them encreaſed. On thele 
principles I was induced to propoſe an alteration to the

The Rannee has requeſted that her grandſon, the Rajah, may be ſecured in the poſſeſſion of the 
diſtricts of Khura and Mangrora, alledging that they have long been ſeparated from the Jumna of 
government, and reſerved as a Jagheer for the maintenance of her family, of which he is the re- 
preſentative. The claim, I believe, is juſt, and I have accordingly granted a ſunnud confirming 
the Rajah in the poſſeſſion of theſe diſtricts: but, as I am defirous that this tranſaction ſhould be 
ratified on more authentick and official information than my time would admit of procuring at pre- 
ſent, I have thought it neceſſary to inſert a proviſional clauſe, ſpecifying that it is to be continued in 
force only on condition that the Ranny's right ſhall be fully aſcertained and proved, and 1 have 
directed Mr. Fowke to enter into an inveſtigation of the tenure, and to report thereon to you. In 
the ſame manner the Rajah has on his part executed a paper, which is depoſited with Mr. Fowke, 
declaring that the Sunnud is to be valued only on the condition above mentioned. This Sunnud is in 
fact of no great conſequence, for whilſt the province is left under the management of the Rajah, theſe 
diſtricts, as well as the reſt of the country, muſt be in his poſſeſſion, and, as he has himſelf expreſsly 
acknowledged, they will be equally anſwerable for the payment of his ſtipulated revenue, 


| The great advantage which the province of Benares poſſeſſes over almoſt every other part of India, 
ariſes from the ſuppoſed ſanctity of its capital, which renders it the reſort 'of the pious, the aged 
and the wealthy Hindoos from the moſt diſtant quarters, and occaſions a conſtant influx of money. 
Theſe pilgrimages cannot be too much encouraged : when I was here in 1781, I aboliſhed the duties 
formally authoriſed upon them, which being in a great meaſure arbitrary; fad afforded a pretext for 
extortion, without yielding much immediate benefit to the government; and I eftabliſhed ſome other 
regulations, to ſecure the Pilgrims more effeQually againſt eyery means of oppreſſion. As | theſe re- 
gulations have been carefully attended to under the inſpection of Ally Ibrahim Cawn, their effects 
have fully anſwered my moſt ſanguine wiſhes, and I have had the pleaſure to find my pains fully re- 
quited in the grateful acknowledgments of all ranks of people. | 1 


The centrical ſituation of this province betwixt the different trading countries of India, is alſo 
another circumſtance, which, if properly attended to, will greatly conduce to its proſperity. The 
town of Mirzapore was once conſidered as the common mart to which the Merchants of the Decan 
and of the Weſtern provinces reſorted for the ſale of their own commodities, and the purchaſe of the 
manufactures of Bengal, and the productions of the Northern countries of Nepaul and Thibet. Their 
imports chiefly conſiſted of cotton, curwahs, and other cheap and bulky commodities, - Their 
exports were uſually ſilks, ſpices, broad cloth, and other articles, comprizing a great ; 
ſmall ſpace:. And as the fame cattle and carriage, which brought their imports, were alſo uſed 1n 
conveying their exports, the difference betwixt the value of the one and the other formed a balance 
of trade in favour of this country, which the Merchants were neceſſarily obliged to ſupply, 2 
bringing along with them gold and ſilver. Nor were the benefits of this trade confined merely to 
the place where it was carried on: Bengal, which furniſhed the greateſt part of the articles exps 
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emerged from a ſtate of univerſal rebe llion, and when the 


ajah, which I have the pleaſure to inform 
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' its full Kare of the returns of wealth, and its manufacturers found in it ample employ-. 
e ele induſtry. The late Bulwant 75 fully underſtood the importance 5 this Bags 
and it flouriſhed under his protection. His ſucceſſor, more attentive to the gratification of his de- 
ndants than the intereſts of his country, connived at oppreſſions which deterred the Merchants 

from following their uſual purſuits; and when J arrived here in 1781, I found that the trade of 
Merzapore was greatly decayed. The rates of duties to which I myſelf had given a ſanction in 
1773 were originally too high, but they had been raiſed ſtill higher by arbitrary conſtructions; and 
the Merchants had been expoſed to inſufferable vexations, from the multiplication of Chokeys or 
Cuſtom-houſes, ſeparately collecting duties in every part of the province. To remedy theſe defects 
I formed ſome regulations in 1781, and if they had been ſtrictly enforced, I ſhould nad ar have had 
occaſion to reſume the ſubject now. But the fact is, that they have been ſo little attended to by the 
executive officers of Government, that they have become almoit obſolete. I have therefore compiled 
them together, and have iſſued them a-new, with ſome additional proviſions, either occaſioned 

by circumſtances of a later date, or formed to prevent the infringement of thoſe which were before 
eſtabliſhed. A copy of theſe regulations, as they now ſtand, is ſubmitted to your peruſal. They 
are ſhort and ſimple, and I flatter myſelf that they will meet with your approbation. The only 
alteration of conſequence which I have made, is in the rate of duty to be exacted on ſilk piece 
goods manufactured in Bengal. From the information of the moſt intelligent Merchants it appeared 
to me, that the exportation of their goods had conſiderably decreaſed of late, the former rate of 
5 per cent. duty having ſo much enhanced the coſt of them, that the Merchants, who found them- 
ſelves underſold by the Manufacturers of Bourhanpore, and other places in the Deckan, were diſcou- 
raged from dealing in them. Some time ago the Board, at the recommendation of the late Reſident, 
reduced the rate of duties on raw ſilk at Benares from 5 to 2 & per cent. I do not know how it 
happened that we omitted to make a fimilar reduction at the ſame time in the duties on filk piece 
goods, ſince, independent of other conſiderations, it is an incontrovertible principle of poliey in 
every populous and commercial ſtate, to encourage the exportation of its manufactures, even in a 
greater degree than of its raw or unwrought commodities. I have corrected this omiſſion in the 
preſent regulations, and I think I may venture to affirm, that it will be attended with no loſs of 
revenue to the Rajah, as the encreaſe of commerce, and conſequently of cuſtoms, which it will 
occaſion, muſt amply compenſate for the reduction of the rate. | 9 


By ſome miſtake, either in tranſlating or tranſcribing the table of rates which accompanied my 
orders to the Reſident, of the 22d November 1781, the valuation of chower, or cow tails, was 
ſet down at 12 rupees per ſeer, though the real price of this article has ſeldom ever exceeded 3 or 


4 rupees, It was repreſented to me, in conſequence of this miſtake, the duties had been charged 


at ſo high a rate, that the Merchants of Nepaul had been deterred from bringing this article, for 
ſome years paſt, to Benares; and as it is one of the principal commodities which their country affords, 
the commerce with them had been greatly affected. In the preſent: regulations I have corrected

To obviate effectually the apprehenſions of the Merchants of Merzapoor, who, from their ſuf- 
ferings, have contraſted a diffidence very unfavourable to the growth of commerce, I have, in 
compliance with a petition which they preſented to me, directed the Reſident to depute one of his 
aſſiſtants to reſide at that place, for the purpoſe of receiving their complaints, which he is to tranſ- 
mit to the Reſident, or the officers of Government, with a repreſentation of the circumſtances, as 
far as they may come to his knowledge, but he is not to exerciſe of himſelf any act of coercive 
authority. And as the Merchants bad offered in their petition to ſupport the expence of this ap- 
pointment by a voluntary payment of 4 annas per hundred rupees on the value of their goods 
exported or imported by them at Mirzapoor, I have for the preſent authoriſed the receiving of this 
fee, but I have given particular directions to the Reſident, in caſe it ſhould ever occaſion any com- 
plaints, to tranſmit immediate intimations to you, and ſuſpend the further collection of it until your 
pleaſure ſhall be known, |

In the management of the Cuſtoms, the conduct of the Naib, or of the officers under him, was 
forced alſo upon my attention. The exorbitant rates * by an arbitrary valuation of the goods, 
dhe practice of exacting duties twice on the ſame goods, firſt from the ſeller, and afterwards from 
the buyer, and the vexatious diſputes and delays drawn on the merchants by theſe oppreſſions, 
were loudly complained of; and fome inſtances of this kind were ſaid to exiſt at tha yay time 
when I was in Benargs.

| When I was at Buxar, the Reſident, at my deſire, enjoined; the Naib to appoint creditable peo- 
le to every town through which our route lay, to perſuade: and encourage the inhabitants to remain 
in their houſes, promiſing to give them guards as 1 approached, and they required. it for their pro- 
tection; and that he might perceive how earneſt I was for his obſervation of this precaution. (which: 
I am certain was faithfully delivered) I repeated it to him in perſon, and diſmiſſed him that he might 
recede me for that purpoſe ; but, to my great diſappointment, I found every place through which 
paſſed, abandoned, nor had there been a man left in any of them for their protection. I am ſorry 
to add, that from Buxar to the oppoſite boundary, I have ſeen nothing but the traces of complete de- 
yaſtation in every village; whether cauſed by the followers of the troops which have lately paſſed for 
their natural relief (and I know not whether my own may not have had their ſhare) or from the 
apprehenſions of the inhabitants, left to themſelves, and of themſelves deſerted their houſes, 
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l wiſhto acquit my on countrymen of the blame of theſe unfavourable Perammen, and in my own 
heart I do acquit them; for at one encampment near a large village called Derrera, in the Pergunnah 
of Zemaneea, a croud of people came to me, complaining that their former Aumil, who was a na- 
tive of the place, and had long been eſtabliſhed in authority gver them, and whoſe cuſtom it had 
been, whenever any troops paſſed, to remain in perſon, on the ſpot, for their protection; having been 
removed; the new Aumil, on the approach of any military detachment, himſelf firſt fled from the place, 
and the inhabitants, having no one to whom they could apply for redreſs, or for the 4; 3) nah of 
their grievances, and being thus remedileſs, fled alſo; ſo that their houſes aud effects became a prey 
to any perſon who choſe to plunder: them. The general concluſion appeared to me an inevitable 
conſequence from ſuch a ſtate of facts, and my own ſenſes bore teſtimony to it in this ſpecific inſtance; 
nor do I know. how it is poſſible for any officer, commanding a military party, how attentive ſoever 
he may. be to the diſcipline and forbearance of his people, to prevent diſorders, when there is neither 
.  oppoſttiotr to hinder, nor evidence to deter them. .

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| Theſe, and many other irregularities, I impute ſolely to the Naib, and T think it = duty to re- 
commend his inſtant removal. I would myſelf have diſmiſſed him, had the controul of this province 
Tome within the line of my powers, and have eſtabliſhed ſuch . 1 and checks as would have 
been mol likely to preſent the like irregularities. I have ſaid checks, becauſe unleſs there is ſome in- 
fluence, and a powerful and able one, impending over the head of the manager, no ſyſtem can avail. 
The next appointed may prove, from ſome defect, as unfit for the office as the preſent ; for the 
choice is limited to few without experience to guide it. The firſt was of my own nomination : 
His merits and qualifications ſtood in equal balance with my knowledge of thoſe who might have been 
the candidates for the office; but he was the father of the Rajah, and the affinity ſunk the ſcale 
wholly in his favour ; for who could be fo fit to be entruſted with the charge of his ſon's intereſts, 
and the new credit of the riſing family ? He deceived my expectations. Another was recommend. 
ed by the Reſident, and at my inſtance the Board appointed him. This was Jugger Deo Sing, the 
[Hangs Naib; I knew him not, and the other Members of the Board as little. While Mr. Mark- 

am remained in office; of whom, as his immediate patron he may have ſtood in awe, I am told that 

he reſtrained his natural diſpoſition, which has been deſcribed to mie as'rapacious, unfeeling, haughty, 
and to an extreme vindictive. — FF 
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I cannot avoid remarking, that excepting the city of Benares itſelf, the province depending upon it 

is in effect without a government, the Naib exerciſing only a dependant juriſdiction, without a prin- 
cipal. 'I'he Rajah is without 7 and even his name diſuſed in the official inſtruments iſſued 
or taken by the manager. The repreſentation of his ſituation ſhall be the ſubject of another letter; 
I have made this already too long, and ſhall confine it to the ſingle ſubjeQ; for the communication

M* Devan, Cantoo Baboo, has ſhewn me a letter addreſſed to him from the Ranna, the mother of 

Cheyt Sing, entreating his interceſſion that ſhe may be relieved from the hardſhips and dan- 


gers of her preſent ſituation, and offering to ſurrender the fort of Bidzyghur, and the treaſure and 


valuable effects contained in it, provided ſhe can be aſſured of ſafety and protection to her perſon 
and honour, and to that of her family and attendants, and that Cantoo himſelf will undertake to 
conduct her out of the fort to ſuch place of ſecurity as ſhe ſhall chuſe. As the offer affords a pro- 
ſpect of your obtaining poſſeſſion of the fort, and the wealth which it contains, witnout further "loſs 
or delay, I have judged it proper to accept it, and directed Cantoo to repair to your camp imme- 
diately, with as many Doolies and as can be collected for the conveyance of the Ranna, her 
family, and ſuch neceſſaries as are indiſpenſable to women of their condition. een 
You will be pleaſed, when Cantoo arrives with you, to ſend a meſſenger of your own, accompanied 
with one from him, to acquaint the'Ranna that I have ſent him, conformably to her requeſt, to receive 
and conduct her with ſafety and honour to whatever place ſhe may chooſe as her reſidence, and that 
I am willing to grant her now the ſame conditions to which I at firſt conſented, provided that ſhe 
delivers into your poſſeſſion, within twenty-four hours from the time of receiving your meſſage, 
the fort of Bidjygur, with the treaſure and effects lodged therein by Cheyt Sing, or any of his Ad- 
herents ; with the. reſerve only, as above-mentioned, of ſuch articles as you ſhall think neceſſary to 
her ſex and condition, or as you ſhall be diſpoſed of yourſelf to indulge her with: If ſhe complies, as 
Lexpect ſhe will, it will be your part to ſecure the fort and the POP it contains for the benefit 
of yourſelf and detachment.

have given cauſe to conplain of the infringement of the ſmalleſt article of the capitulation in favour 
of the mother of Cheyt Sing, and her dependents. I hope you will diſcover the offenders, and objj 
them to make reſtitution, and alſo puniſh them in the moſt exemplary manner. I rely on your humz- 
nity and juſtice to make her all the recompenſe in your power, by a ſcrupulous attention to enforce the 
performance of the remaining ſtipulations in her favour. | 


| Bearers, ecolics, and other conveyances have been ordered for the women and their effoQts, The 


mother of Cheyt Sing, her family, and attendants, may reſide wherever ſhe pleaſes, and ſhe ſhall be

| The ſubject on which I am now to writs is a very diſagreeable and painful one to me, but indi.

Tue REPORT of the COMPANY's ATTORNEY. 


T bis cauſe was heard on Saturday the twenty-ſecond day of November, and the Court decreed in 


favour of the Company. Of the opinions delivered upon that occaſion by the Judges, the Company's 
Attorney thinks it his duty at this time to make the following report. A * 


The Chief Juſtice, as ſoon as the evidence was cloſed on both ſides, expreſſed great concern that a 


caſe of this kind ſhould have come before the Court, after the great and glorious ſervices that the 
army had 2 in quelling the rebellion of Cheyt Sing, that he conſidered the propoſition in 
one of the Governor's letters pxoduced in the cauſe, © that acquiſitions in war belonged to the ſtate who 


« employed the force, as. clear and deciſive; and that the Company ought to be conſidered as the 
truſtees of the nation for the plunder taken by the forces, who are ſubjeR to the State of Great 


Britain; that as to the aſſertion made by the Counſel for the Defendant, “that the action ſhould 
«© have been brought againſt the Governor General,” he was clearly of opinion that they could not 


ſupport ſuch a claim againſt him, unleſs he had given the money to the army by public order, not 


under private opinion or intimations ; and that he was of opinion the Company could ſupport their 
claim againſt Major Balfour (although he acted under Major Popham) as well as all the other 
officers who received the plunder, as it came wrongfully to their poſſeſſion. Upon the caſe itſelf, he 
ſaid, he doubted as to the legality of a delegation of power by the Council to a fingle Member ; but

1 SHOULD gladly acquieſce in the motion made by Mr. Macpherſon, if I thought it poſſible 
I to frame a letter to the Begums in any terins which ſhould, at the ſame time, convey the intima- 
tion propoſed by it, and not defeat the purpoſe of it, or be productive of evils greater than any which 
exiſt in the conſequences. of the proceedings which have already taken place, and which time has 
almoſt obliterated. The orders of the Court of Directors are conditiogal; they require nothing, but 
in the event of diſcoveries made ſubſequent to the advices which . efore you on the 14th of 
February laſt. In alleviation of the former conduct of the Begums, nothing has ſince appeared in 
relation to them, but their refuſal, or rather that of one, to fulfil her engagements for the payment 
of the remainder: of the ſum exacted from her by the Nabob Vizier in the beginning of laſt year. 
Whatever obedience may be due to the clear aſcertained ſpirit of the orders of the Court of Direktors, 
this obligation cannot extend to points to which neither the letter nor evident fpirit of their orders 
apply. If I am rightly informed, the Nabob Vizier and the Begums, are on terms of mutual good- 
will: it would ill become this Government to interpoſe its influence by any act which might tend to 
revive their animoſities, and a very ſlight occaſion would be ſufficient to effect it. It will be to little 
purpoſe to tell them, that their conduct has, in our eſtimation of it, been wrong, and at the ſame 
time to announce to them the orders of our ſuperiors, which more than vindicate the reverſe; they 
will inſtantly take fire on ſuch a declaration, proclaim the judgment of the Company in their favour; 
demand a reparation of the acts, which they will conſtrue wrongs, with ſuch a ſentence warranting that 
conſtruction; and either accept the invitation to the proclaimed ſcandal oſ the Nabob Vizier, which 
will not add to the credit of our Government, or remain in his dominions, but not under his autho- 
rity, to add to his vexations, and the diſorder of the country, by continual intrigues and ſeditions: 
enough already exiſts to affect his peace, and the quiet of his people. If we cannot heal, let us not 
inflame the wounds which have been inflicted. If the Begums think themſelves aggrieved to ſuch a 
degree as to juſtify them in an appeal to a foreign juriſdiction, to appeal to it wes. a man ſtanding 
in the relation of ſon and grandſon to them, to appeal to the juſtice of thoſe who have been the 
abettors and inſtruments of their imputed wrongs—let us at leaſt permit them to be the judges of 
their own feelings, and prefer their complaints before we offer to redreſs them; they will not need to 
be prompted. haps I ſhall not depart from the ſimplicity of official language in ſaying, that the 
Majeſty of Juſtice ought to be approached with ſolicitation, not deſcend to provoke or invite it, 
much leſs to debaſe itſelf by the ſuggeſtion of wrongs, and the promiſe of redreſs, with the denun-

THE Governor General delivers in the following minute: 


Governor General. — The Nabod Miezufta Jung, of Furruckabad, having preferred frequent 
complaints to this government, of the hardſhips and indignities to which he is ſubjected by the con- 
duet of the Sizawaul ſtationed in his country, for the purpoſe of receiving the annual tribute which 
he is bound by treaty to pay to the Soubah for Owde; I am extremely deſirous, as well from motives 
of common juſtice, as due regard to the rank and ſituation which that Chief holds among the Princes 
of Hindoſtan, that ſome means may be deviſed of affording him relief, but without withdrawing that 
local interference in his affairs, which I underſtand to be indiſpenſably neceſſary for the realizing the 
Vizier's juſt claims upon him. N | 
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The tribute of Furruckabad, from the earlieſt period of our connection with the preſent Nabob 
of Oude, has invariably conſtituted a part of the funds aſſigned by his Excellency as a provificn 
for the liquidation of the ſeveral public demands of this government upon him; and in 
22 of the powers which the Board deemed it expedient to veſt in the Reſident at this Coutz in 

e collection of the Company's aſſignments, a Sizawul has always been ſtationed with the Na. 
bob, to enforce by every means in his power, the regular payment of the tribute, and to remit the 
fame, as he might receive it, to the Reſident at Lucknow; and to enable him to effect this pu;

1 have been honoured by the official receipt of copies of the 41ſt, 42d, 43d; and 44th para-

I cannot help being ſtruck with the deepeſt concern, at finding that I have been the inſtrument of 
an appointment which ſtands annulled by the Honourable the Court of Directors with ſuch ſevere 
epithets of diſapprobation; and I beg leave to expreſs my acknowledgments to you for affording 
me a further opportunity of endeavouring to remove their objections, which appear to have been 
obviouſly taken up from the premiſes then before them, unoppoſed by ſufficient explanations or 
teſtimonies of its good effect, which I truſt the preſent experience of it will juſtify : the commiſſion 


was undoubtedly very high before your Honourable Board thought fit to reduce it; and the Honour- 


with the ſum, becauſe it is certain that the groſs, &c. undiminiſhed amount of any commiſſion, fixed 


at a ſpecific rate ſo ſtriking to the obſervation, while the drawbacks upon it, and the inſtances of its 
utility are various and imperceptible, until poſitively pointed out and defined. This is the chief ob- 
ject of the preſent letter. | ws 


At the time when the appointment was made, it was hoped and expected that the moſt material 
duties of it, being the ſupply of the Preſidency of Fort St. George, would be of ſhort duration, and 
of no very conſiderable extent. I muſt declare, for my own part, that this was my opinion 
of it. The rate of commiſſion had many precedents, both of old and recent eſtabliſhment, to 
warrant it, which I could enumerate, and I believe was founded on the ſame principles with them ; 
yet it has always ſuſtained ſeveral deductions from it, eſpecially before you reduced it. I beg leave 
to enumerate the following: — I have maintained a conſtant eſtabliſhment of clerks and agents at 


wages, to ſuperintend the Joading of the Europe ſhips, and other ſervices, which required ſuperior 
management and attention, at my own expence. The number of agents of different kinds employed 
- fn was neceſlarily great, but I have charged only for ſuch as were immediately ſtationed at the 

ompany's fixed golahs, or caſually employe 
ing to the ordinary cuſtom of merchants ; and as long as the original commiſſion was allowed me, I 
never made any, charge for the commiſſion of factors or agents whom I employed in diſtant parts. Mr. 
Hamilton at Coringa, for inſtance, ſecured a large quantity of the country tonnage for me at that 
170 charging me 5 per cent. commiſſion upon the amount, for his trouble in the firſt ſeaſon; which 


while my own commiſſion would bear it, I conſidered as juſtly allowable out of it; for the preſent 
ſeaſon I agreed to pay him commiſſion 'upon ſuch tonnage only as he could procure under 
a certain price, This I have thought it neceſl 


ary to charge to the Company, becauſe my own com- 
miſſion had been reduce. . | 


The above circumſtances ſhould be weighed in the general ſcope of reaſoning upon this ſubject, 
but a ſtill more important conſideration ſtarts up, which the Honourable Court of Directors could 
not haye been acquainted with ; I mean the heavy charge of intereſt which I have ſuſtained, to pre- 
vent the public from ſuffering at times greater loſſes and greater inconveniencies than any poſſible 


treaſury, I ſecured an ultimate benefit to myſelf: I reply, that with poſitive injunctions to carry my 
ſupplies to an unlimited extent, it was impoſſible to confine. myſelf to my advances, without a ma- 
nifeſt neglect of the public intereſts, becauſe both the periods and ſums of my advances were always 
uncertain, while my engagements were neceſſarily fixed and poſitive. Had I omitted to take early 
meaſures, through proper agents on the coaſt, to make timely advances to the owners of veſſels on 
mount of freight, in order to ſecure as much tonnage as poſſible to be brought to me here, and 
* I waited the arrival of theſe veſſels, which would have come under engagements to others, or 
oy been ſent on ſpeculation for freight, I might indeed have been guided in the amount of my dif.

2. We cannot permit this ſubject to paſs, without particularly adverting to the conduct of your 
Board, in the appointment both of Mr. Crommelin and Mr. Carnac ; neither of them are ſervants 
of the Company, and yet both have been appointed to the Reſidency of Goa, in contradiction to our 
repeated orders, that no Europeans, on any pretence whatever, ſhould be ſuffered to hold any poſts, 
or to exerciſe any office, civil or military, under the Company, who had been admitted into the ſer- 
vice by the expreſs authority of the Court of Directors. You will further attend to the illegality of 
thoſe appointments, The act of Parliament of the 13th of his preſent Majeſty has very clearly laid 
down the rule to be obſerved in the reſtoration of diſmiſſed ſervants ; namely, that it ſhall not be done 
without the conſent of 3-4ths of a Court of Directors, and 3-4ths of a S of Proprietors, to be 
taken by ballot : but in the inſtances before us, you have aſſumed a power which does not belong to 
you, and by a ſummary mode of proceeding have reſtored diſmiſſed ſervants, and appointed them to a 
place of great truſt and confidence by a ſimple reſolution of your own Board. 9 5 


3. We diſapprove of the penſion to Mr. Crommelin, and direct that it do ceaſe immediately upon 
the receipt hereof; and we truſt all our ſervants abroad will be cautious of any ſuch unwarranted - 
grants of the revenues of the Company ; for otherwiſe, we ſhall in future find ourſelves under the 
neceſſity of ordering ſums ſo granted to be reimburſed by thoſe- ſervants who ſhall concur in 
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any in the Eaſt Indies, with the Salaries, or the Pay and Emoluments belong. there- 
aer, aid by the ſaid Company in reſpect thereof, accord. to the lateſt Advices received.
